Back-calculated spawning dates indicated that peak
spawning occurred in the spring for fish collected
from the mid-Atlantic Bight and Georges Bank
(smaller, younger individuals), whereas peak spawn-
ing occurred in late spring/early summer (May—June)
for fish collected along coastal New England (larger,
older individuals) (Fig. 4).
